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The  First  Fifty  Bulletins 

A  Retrospect 


In  October,  1923,  David  Lloyd  George, 
then  at  the  height  of  his  fame,  visited 
Springfield.  He  had  come,  he  said,  for 
one  purpose  only:  to  pay  his  “humble  and 
reverent  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  one  of  the  great  men  of  the  world.” 
This  he  did,  in  words  beautiful  and  im¬ 
pressive,  spoken  before  a  Springfield  audi¬ 
ence. 

At  that  time  the  Abraham  Lincoln  As¬ 
sociation,  then  known  as  the  Lincoln  Cen¬ 
tennial  Association,  had  just  been  revived 
and  reorganized.  Its  officers,  impressed 
by  Lloyd  George’s  remarks,  decided  to 
put  them  into  permanent  form.  Thus 
came  into  being,  on  December  20,  1923, 
Bulletin  Number  One. 

Nearly  two  years  elapsed  before  Bulle¬ 
tin  Number  Two  made  its  appearance. 
In  the  interval  the  Association  had  em¬ 
ployed  a  permanent  Executive  Secretary, 
and  was  feeling  its  way  towards  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  publication.  The  second  Bulle¬ 
tin  was  well  received,  and  led  the 
Directors  to  establish  it  as  a  permanent 
publication,  issued  quarterly.  Several  ex¬ 
periments  in  format  followed,  but  finally, 
with  the  nineteenth  number,  satisfactory 
physical  appearance  was  achieved. 

In  the  fifteen  years  of  its  existence,  the 
Bulletin  has  been  the  medium  of  publica¬ 
tion  for  much  material  of  enduring  value. 
The  studies  of  Lincoln’s  property  and 


investments  and  the  settlement  of  his  es¬ 
tate,  of  New  Salem  and  his  life  there,  of 
his  work  in  the  federal  and  state  courts, 
of  his  record  as  a  voter,  to  name  but  a 
few,  are  contributions  of  importance. 
Other  subjects  are  permanently  worth 
while  for  reference  purposes — the  ex¬ 
posure  of  forgeries,  the  correction  of  er¬ 
rors  of  date,  the  evaluation  of  Lincoln 
literature.  Still  others  represent  wide¬ 
spread  popular  interest — the  spurious 
letters  published  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly, 
Lincoln’s  attitude  towards  intoxicating 
liquor  and  its  sale,  his  position  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 
Though  sometimes  controversial  in  charac¬ 
ter,  these  subjects  have  been  treated  dis¬ 
passionately  and  with  sound  scholarship. 

In  comparison  with  the  other  publica¬ 
tions  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Association, 
the  Bulletin  is  unpretentious.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  Directors  make  this  index  avail¬ 
able  in  the  conviction  that  its  first  fifty 
numbers  represent  a  solid  achievement  of 
which  the  Association  may  well  be  proud. 

Professor  J.  G.  Randall,  author  of  Civil 
War  and  Reconstruction,  speaking  of  the 
Abraham  Lincoln  Association,  said  that  it 
“has  broadened  its  outlook  and  turned  its 
interests  to  the  more  serious  aspects  of 
Lincoln  investigation,  as  shown  by  the 
stamp  of  scholarship  which  its  Bulletins 
and  Papers  bear.”

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This  Index  is  published  by  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Association.  This  Association, 
originally  known  as  the  Lincoln  Centen¬ 
nial  Association,  was  organized  in  1909. 
Its  purposes  are:  “To  observe  each  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  birth  of  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln;  to  preserve  and  make  more  readily 
accessible  the  landmarks  associated  with 
his  life;  and  actively  to  encourage,  pro¬ 
mote  and  aid  the  collection  and  dissemi¬ 
nation  of  authentic  information  regarding 
all  phases  of  his  life  and  career.” 

The  regular  publications  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  are  The  Abraham  Lincoln  Association 
Papers  and  the  Bulletin.  The  Bulletin  has 
been  issued  quarterly,  and  the  Papers  an¬ 
nually  since  1924. 

From  time  to  time  the  Association  is¬ 
sues  additional  publications.  In  1930, 
New  Letters  and  Papers  of  Lincoln,  edited 
by  Paul  M.  Angle  was  published.  In  1933 
was  issued  Angle’s  Lincoln,  1854-1861, 
Being  the  Day-by-Day  Activities  of  Abra¬ 


ham  Lincoln  from  January  I,  1854  to 
March  4,  1861.  Lincoln's  New  Salem  by 
Benjamin  P.  Thomas,  was  published  in 
1934;  “Here  I  Have  Lived  A  History  of 
Lincoln's  Springfield,  1821-1865,  by  Paul 
M.  Angle,  in  1935.  The  fifth  special 
publication  was  Thomas’  Lincoln,  1847- 
1855,  a  companion  volume  to  Angle’s 
Lincoln,  1854-1861,  issued  in  1936. 

The  Association  is  a  not-for-profit  cor¬ 
poration.  It  has  a  small  endowment,  but 
is  supported  principally  by  the  dues  of  its 
Sustaining  Members.  Dues  are  ten  dol¬ 
lars  annually  for  individuals,  five  dollars 
annually  for  libraries.  Members  receive 
all  publications  issued  during  the  period 
of  their  membership  without  additional 
charge.

This  Index  is  published  by  the  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln  Association.  This  Associa¬ 
tion,  originally  known  as  the  Lincoln 
Centennial  Association,  was  organized  in 
1909.  Its  purposes  are:  To  observe  each 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Abraham 
Lincoln ;  to  preserve  and  make  more 
readily  accessible  the  landmarks  associ¬ 
ated  with  his  life ;  and  actively  to  en¬ 
courage,  promote  and  aid  the  collection 
and  dissemination  of  authentic  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  all  phases  of  his  life  and 
career. 

During  the  years  1924  to  1939,  the  As¬ 
sociation  issued  each  year  a  volume  of 
The  Abraham  Lincoln  Association  Pa¬ 
pers  containing  the  three  addresses  de¬ 
livered  on  Lincoln’s  birthday  before  the 
members  of  the  Association.  The  1939 
volume  contains  a  list,  synopsis  and  in¬ 
dex  of  the  addresses  in  all  the  volumes. 

During  the  years  1924  to  1939  fifty- 
eight  quarterly  Bulletins  were  issued. 

In  March,  1940,  the  first  issue  of  the 
Quarterly  was  published.  This  publica¬ 
tion  includes  material  of  the  type  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Bulletin,  but  in  its  forty- 
eight  pages,  the  Association  plans  a 
wider  range  of  such  material.
